PERMISSION TO CLOSE IT, 
(BEFORE MR. HANNON.) 

The hearing was resumed of a case in which 
the complainants were the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen and Burgesses of Dublin, and the 
defendants were Walter Arnold, Pickford and 
Co., Ltd., Agnes P. Downes and Christopher 
Downes. 

The semmons set forth that, whereas 
Michael A. Moynihan, the City Surveyor of 
Dublin, on the 4th of December, 1929, repre- 
sented to the complainants that a portion of 
the lane leading bun King’s Inn street to 
Dominick lane was no longer required for 
the use of the public, whereas notice was 
given to the owners of the soil thereof and 
to the owners of the premises immediately 
adjoining that the complainants proposed to 
close the lane, and whereas the defendants 
served notices upon the Corporation objecting

TRANSVAAL GOLD DISCOVERIES. 

Following the recent announcement that a 
small section of the reef had been exposed 
in shaft. No. 3 of the Daggafontein Mines, it 
is learned that the reef is now fully exposed, 
and the average value is given as 26.48 dwt. 
er 10.17 in. The south side average was 
4.9 dwt. over 6.3 in., and the north side 
average 33.9 dwt. over 16.8 in. Kimberley 
is excited by the report that gold has been 
found in Griquatown and that the Govern- 
ment analysis shows 15 dwt. in a short ton. 
It is stated that the reef has been traced for 
a hundred miles, but the news is not officially 
confirmed. It is also reported that a Johap- 
nesburg prospecting syndicate has found gold 
in Rankin’s Pass, 40 miles from Nylstroom. 

Die Bur- 
yer (quoted by Reuter) learns from what 
it describes as a trustworthy source that 
three big new gold mines are being opened 
by a mine group near Krugersdorp, in the 
Transvaal, following the discovery that the 
gold reef extends further than was at first 
supposed, 


SAPONG RUBBER. 

The directors of the Sapong Rubber and 
Tobacco Estates, in view of the situation 
of the rubber industry, have considered it 
advisable to cease production from the end 
of August, and to put the estate on a care- 
and-maintenance basis. 


CAPE GOLD SHIPMENTS. 

There should be about £941,000 of bar gold 
available in the open market to-day, being 
part of the South African shipment by the 
Edinburgh Castle, which also carried £200,000 
in sovereigns. The following week's arrival 
will be £812,000 in bar gold and a further 
£200,000 in sovereigns, while the latest boat 
to leave Cape Town, the Winchester Castle, 
which is due at Southampton on August 23, 
carries £485,248 in bar gold, of which 
£478,075 is refined. 


CITY OF LONDON REAL PROPERTY. 
The interim dividend of 14 per cent. de- 
clared by the City of London Real Property 
Co. draws attention to the high yield at 
present obtainable on the Ordinary shares— 
namely, 7 1-5 per cent. at the current quota- 
tion of about 15s.

INQUEST ON VICTIMS OF 
BROADS ACCIDENT. 


A verdict of accidental drowning owing to 
the boat striking a submerged post was re- 
corded at thé inquest at Burgh St. Margaret, 
Norfolk, yesterday, on three members of a 
boating party, who lost their lives on Filby 
Broad. 

The victims were Arthur James Bremner 
(36), missioner, of Heath House, Filby; his 
son Michael, aged three, and Miss Grace 
Macey (33), an insurance clerk, of Lydeard 
road, East Ham, London. 

Evidence was given by a survivor that a 
party of eight had rowed about the Broad 
in a boat fifteen feet long, which suddenly 
stuck fast on a stake, which appéared 
through the boards near the stern. When 
the boat was full of water all were thrown 
out and scattered. Miss Macey was not 
seen gain. Miss Bremner picked up 
an oar, and saw her brother, who could only 
swim a little, sink, after trying to save his 
son Michael. 

Miss Bremner was saved by a swimmer 
who jumped overboard from a rescue boat, 
and returned to save her nephew, John. 
Another boat came out and rescued Mrs. 
Bremner and the Rev. T. G. Thomas, who

Diving for Goif Balls. 


In the present oveicrowded state of the 
labour market, 1 am pleased to be able to 
recommend a new cailing where there is 
as yet no competition on this side of the 
Atlantic. It consists of diving for golf 
balls, and has just come to my notice 
through the action of an ex-caddie in the 
State of Texas. 

On the course where this caddy was 
employed there are many small lakes and 
streams, all fairly deep, in which golfers 
have lost innumerable balls. This young 
man decided to retrieve them, and he 
rigged up a diving suit, consisting of a 
long, narrow bucket, with a piece of glass 
Jet into the front, as a headpiece, resting 
on a sort of cape made of rubber, which is 
fastened to his thighs by straps. In the 
top of the inverted bucket is soldered a 
pneumatic valve, to which is connected 
rubber tubing. Air is pumped to the 
diver by an ordinary cycle pump, and a 
simple valve provides an. outlet for used 
air. He also wears half-a-dozen leaden 
weights around his waist tou keep him on 
the bottom, and, thus equipped, the 
ingenious young man _ salvages large 
numbers of golf balls, the sale of which 
reaps him quite a nice little income.

A FILM OF THE WEEK 


“REDUCING” AT THE 
SAVOY.

Everyone who saw Mare lL'ns:.er and 
Polly Moran in *‘Caught Short ' wil' want 
to see them in '' Reducing,’’ which is the 
principal film at the Savoy tiis_ week. 
"“ Reducing ’’ resembles ‘“‘ Caught Sior+’’ in 
many ways, but that which will conmend 
itself to cinema-goers Is that ile new film 
is almost as funny as the old. ‘* Reducing ’’ 
is excellent slapstick entertainment, and will 
keep audiences laughing from ‘is beginning 
to its end. 

In Marie Dressler, oné of the oldest of 
the Hollywood “‘ stars,” it has not only a 
great actress, but one of the most humorous 
personalities on the screen. She can say with 
certainty at any time, ' My face is my for- 
tune,” because it is the mobility, not the 
nobility, of her face that has brought her to 
the highest pitch of popularity in all parts 
of the world. Wrinkled and rugged of visage, 
seared with the years of struggle on stage 
and screen, her facial muscles can be made 
to express infinite pathos, spontaneous gaiety, 
or tragic despair: That she can be a great 
tragic actress she has proven in “ Anna 
Christie,’’ in which the great Garbo was only 
a bad second, and in the grimly sordid ‘* Min 
and Bill,” which she made generally accept- 
able. With a voice that is in keeping with 
the rugged countenance, arie Dressler is 
one of the discoveries of the “' talkies,’’ and 
one which the screen has accepted from 
the legitimate stage. 

Her acting partner—and they are best 
au pair—Polly Moran, is the antithesis of 
the ruggedlv common Marie. Polly can play 
the doll parts to perfection, and can extract 
the essence of fun from situations that do 
not promise anything out of the ordinary. 
For her fun she needs little or nó assistance 
from the ‘‘ property man,” and, unlike other 
funny people of the screen, she asks prac- 
tically’ no assistance from extraordinary 
happenings. The two must be seen if thie 
funniest people on the screen to-day are te 
he enjoyed. 

THE BEAUTY PARLOUR. 

The craze for “ slimming”’ has for a long 
time offered a tempting theme to the writer 
of farce, and it is rather remarkable that 
little has yet been made of it on either stage 
or screen. In. “ Reducing” irresistible 
laughter is induced by the numerous and 
fantastic ‘‘ gadgets’? which are in use in 
fashionable beautv parlours for the reduction 
of weight. Hamlet need never have prayed 
‘‘that this too, too solid flesh would melt ”’ 
had Polly Moran been available in his time 
with her electrical apparatus. It 1s the 
electrical contrivances which convulse the 
andience with laughter as they convulse 
Marie Dressler with pain. Visiting her 
‘prosperous sister, Polly, Marie’s curiosity 
gets the better of her discretion. She pulls 
levers, and pushes little knobs, with 
disastrous effects. Great plate glass screens 
are smashed to smithereens, and the un- 
fortunate Polly is thrown violently into a 
bath of liquid mud. The excruciating moment. 
for the audience and for Polly, comes when 
she is almost electrocuted; her spasms and 
contortions induce the loudest laughter. 

As in ‘ Caught Short.” trouble is made 
between the pair by the love affairs of their 
children; their daughters manage to fall 'n 
love with the same man. For a moment 
Marie Dressler’s dramatic power is glimnsed 
as she comes to the assistance of her niece, 
and for that moment tears may mingle with 
the laughter. Ultimately, however, ‘ pride 
is quelled, and love is free’’; and the sisters 
move to a reconciliation which brings the 
long spell of fun to a fitting close. 

“ Reducing ” mav have an opposite effect 
upon audiences if it he true that to 
laugh is to run the risk of grow:ng fat. 


SUCCESS—AND ITS EFFECT. 


While “ Reducing’’ is unquestionably one 
of the funniest films yet produced, there 1s 
in its composition just too strong a suggestion 
that it has been especially designed to be the 


vehicle of the Dressler-Moran combination. 
They proved such a tremendous success as a 
pair of boarding-housekeepers, with unru'y 
children, in “ Caught Short”’ that repetition 
was believed to be the only possible method 
of again achieving similar success. But these 
two splendid artists do not need the assist- 
ance of ready-made, hand-me-down stories to 
make them give of their best; in fact, the 
very reverse is the case, and they should be 
given stories of real life in which they can 
use the full range of their talents. The 
screen is becoming altogether too familiar 
with pairs of comedians, whose talents are 
used over and over again in similar situations, 
and Polly Moran and Marie Dressler should 
not he permitted to go tliat way. It might 
be hinted to M.G.M. that ‘‘ Caught Short ”’ 
is something in itself, and that it should not 
be repeated too often. 

“ Redneing” is the great laugh of the 
week, which must be seen and enjoyed.

The secret of touring without tears has 
been revealed to me by a well-known Irish 
sportsman. It is summed up in a single 
word—motor-caravanning. 

Motor-caravanning has become extremely 
popular in England, and is now spreading to 
this country, where the main difficulty which 
has to be faced across the Channel—lack of 
parking sites—does not arise. 

Enthusiastic devotees in Ireland are Mr. 
H. M. Read, of Roscrea, who is Joint Master 
of the Ormond Hounds, and an all-round 
athlete, and Mrs. Read, who, like her hus- 
band, is a successful lawn tennis player. For 
the past week their 
caravan has rested in 
a field beside the 
tennis courts at Bray 
while they were 
attending the Dublin 
Horse Show, and it 
will remain there 
during the present 
week, as they are now 
taking part in the 
County Wicklow 
tennis champion- 
ships. 

“I bought the 
caravan in England a 
couple of weeks ago, 
Mr. Read told me,

to get hotel accommodation, but with this 
we can stay Wherever we like, amongst the 
most beautiful surroundings, without having 
any trouble. For comfort it 1s ideal.’’

It consists of a single room, per- 
fectly fitted with shelves to carry everything 
that could be required. 

‘* For sleeping, it is the last word in ccm- 
fort,” Mr. Read assured me. ‘‘ Although 
we do our cooking with only a stove, it is 
possible to have any kind of cooking 
apparatus. Yon could have an oven and 
roast joints on it.” 

This particular model is a heavy affair, 
weighing over a ton, and, therefore, tending 
to have a serious effect on the petrol con- 
sumption of the motor car which tows. it.

HE controversy regarding the Stran- 

millis Training College for teachers 
is not losing any of its interest. Follow- 
ing upon the Prime Minister’s letter to 
the Rev. William Corkey (one of the sec- 
retaries of the United Education 

Committee of the Protestant churches), 

in which Lord Craigavon offered certain 

restricted representation to the churches 
upon the College Committee of Manage- 
ment, the Northern Minister of Educa- 
tion, Lord Charlemont, has written to the 
heads of the three principal Protestant 
ehurches—the Primate of All-Ireland, 
the Moderator of the General Assembly, 
aud the President of the Methodist 

Conference—inviting each of them to 

nominate a representative to act on the 

College Committee, but the result of this 

step has not yet been ascertained. 

The situation will be discussed by the 
members of the United Education Com- 
mittee of the churches on Wednesday, 
ahd on their decision will depend peace 
or continued strife. It is well-known 
that the Prime Minister has granted the 
utmost concession that he considers right 
in the circumstances, Stranmillis College 
being an undenominational institution ; 
but the Churches’ Committee insists on 
the fulfilment of the promise given by 
Lord Charlemont on the eve of the last 
election, that full representation of 
“ religious interests ” on the Committee 


would be granted. 
GLIDING. 


The Ulster Gliding Club has at last 
got into its stride, or, rather, into the air. 
It was formed last year, but there were 
difficulties in the way, both as regards 
machines and a suitable site for taking- 
off. These difficulties have now been over- 
come. A glider was built by a few 
members of the club, under the super- 
vision of Mr. Norman Metcalfe, and on 
Saturday last several flights took place, 
the flyers being thoroughly satisfied 
with their experience. he boisterous 
winds gave an additional thrill to the 
airmen, and it is expected that the 
pastime will become quite popular. 

We have also an aeroplane club in 
Belfast, but its members are awaiting 
the establishment of an aerodrome 
before they can soar into the ether like 
their colleagues of the gliding organisa- 
tion. They have yet te procure a 
machine. The dream of making the 
Northern capital a great airport seems 
to have faded out for the present, but no 
doubt it will be realised by and by. It 
only requires a guarantee of a few 
hundred pounds per year to obtain an 
air service between Belfast and England, 
but, as this sum could not be raised, the 
suggested scheme came to nothing. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The unemployment problem was dis- 
cussed at a conference of trade union 
delegates in Belfast on Saturday, and it 
was suggested that a reciprocal arrange- 
ment should be made between Northern 
Ireland and the Free State. The whole 
of Ulster was represented, about 125 
delegates being present, and the proposals 
of the Royal Commission on Unemploy- 
ment Insurance legisalation, to reduce 
benefits and increase contributions, were 
condemned. The hope was expressed that 
the British Labour Government would 
reject the recommendations, so far as the 
unemployed were concerned. 

It will be recalled that the Northern 
Ministez of Labour, Mr. J. M. Andrews, 
stated Jong ago thet if the Northern 
Government were to get out of step on 
this matter with Great Britain, the in- 
surance benefits in this province would 
have to be reduced to a substantial extent,

IMPORTANT BEARING ON 
THE FUTURE. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

The result of the Prussian plebiscite is 
naturally hailed with satisfaction in 
official quarters, as well as among the 
non-official thinking community in France. 
The defeat of the extremist elements in 
Germany will have important  conse- 
quences.

An- 
othr result will be the signature this 
week of the agreement between the French 
and German banks for the maintenance of 
the existing French short term credits in 
Germany. 

Probably no better expression of mode- 
rate French opinion could be found than 
the leading article in this evening’s Temps. 
It declares that, with Prussia remaining 
in the hands of the Republicans and 
Democrats, there are chances that Ger- 
many will not slide towards a Fascist or 
Bolshevist dictatorship. Dr. Bruening has 
obtained a great moral advantage, and his 
policy of co-operation can now be developed 
in relatively favourable conditions. It 
must not, however, be concluded, adds the 
Temps, that all is for the best. The 
existence in Prussia of nearly ten million 
partisans of political upheaval is singu- 
larly disconcerting. 
one must proceed prudently, taking every 
precaution against unpleasant surprises. 
It would be dangerous to draw from the 
plebiscite too definite conelusions in favour 
of the policy of an entente which is only 
at its beginning.

i | BIKANER, Monday. 
STRIKING tribute to the great 
‘services of Lord Irwin to India and 
to the good-will and statesmanship of his 
successor, Lord Willingdon, w id by 
the a ‘of Bikaner at a farewell 
dinner at the Palace on the eve of his 
departure for London. The Maharajah 
announced that, in accordance with his 
principles of not deciding upon or erecting 
memorials during the term of office of the 
Viceroys and other distinguished per- 
sonages, since such an act did not always 
reflect the real feeling prompting the 
erection of such memorials, he had waited 
for some little time after Lord Irwin had 
relinquished the Viceroyaity ; but, in view 
of the great and invaluable services to the 
Empire and India, including the Native 


States, of one of the greatest and most 
popular Viceroys, he felt that it would be 
in accordance with the general feeling in 
Bikaner that a memorial be erected in the 
capital in his honour, and he (the 
Maharajah), with Lord Irwin’s consent, 
had decided to call the new Bikaner 
Legislative Assembly Hall, under con- 
struction at an estimated cost of about two 
and three-quarter lakhs of rupees, Irwin 
Hall. 


HIS SUCCESSOR. 


His Highness added that, while all 
greatly missed Lord Irwin, he felt sure 
that it would be a matter of great satis- 
faction and consolation to all those taking 
part in the Round Table Conference that 
in his successor, Lord Willingdon, they 
had a Viceroy who already possessed an 
intimate personal knowledge of the 
country, and had proved himself a great 
statesman and administrator and a tried 
and trusted friend of British India, as well 
as of the Native States. He prayed that 
the great burden of anxiety which His 
Excellency shared at present might be con- 
siderably lessened by the fruition of a 
successful scheme which was the outcome 
of their work at the Round Table Con- 
ference. 

The Maharajah also made a brief refer- 


‘ence to there having recently been much 


unfounded and incorrect talk in certain 
quarters in connection with the Federal 
scheme, as so far evolved at the Round 
Table Conference, and said that every- 
thing possible had been done, was being 
done and would be done, adequately to 
safeguard the sovereignty and autonomy 
and. all other legitimate rights and inte- 
rests of their States and subjects. 


A CLEAR DUTY. 


While it was their clear duty and desire 
to contribute their full quota in every 
legitimate and reasonable manner at the 
Round Table Conference, with the object 
of serving His Imperial Majesty, their 
beloved King-Emperor, his Empire. and 
their motherland, His Highness said that 
his motto, in common with that of those 
with whom he would have the privilege of 
being closely associated, was, as he had 
already said on a previous occasion, 
‘“‘ Federation with honour and safety and 
the integrity of our States.”

ALLEGATIONS OF POLICE 
BRUTALITY.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

A tale of systematised police brutality in 
half the cities of the United States—a ten- 
year record of illegal enforcement of the law 
by the barbarous “ third degree '' methods— 
is unfolded by the Wickersham Commission 
in & report published to-day. 

Asserting that it was its duty to lay bare 
the naked, ugly facts, the Commission 
crammed into a single volume 100 proved 
cases of extorted confession. 

Instances are given of extorting by means 
of prolonged sleeplessness, beating with 
rubber hoses, sandbags and fists. 


THE “ WATER CURE,”’ 

The report also gives details of the ques- 
tioning of suspects over the corpse of the 
victim, and cramming men into cells con- 
taining people suffering from diseases. 

Other methods described by the Commis- 
sion are administering the ‘‘ water «ure,’’ 
which consists of strapping down the victim 
and pouring large quantities of water down 
his throat until he confesses, and handcuffing 
men upside down while spraying them with 
tear gas. 

The report cites the case of Leopold and 
Loeb, the two young students who planned 
the ‘‘ perfect crime,” in which an innocent 
school teacher was beaten in crder to secure 
a confession. 

The Commission request President foover 
to secure the passage of legislation to «bolish 
this conduct, which so much violates the 
principles of liberty.

FALL OVER 800 
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“FEET CLIFF. 
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VIDENCE that two men had fallen 
over a cliff at the Bengorms, near 
Malin Head, County Donegal, after visit- 
ing an illicit still, was given at the in- 
guest yesterday on Michael Kelly (50) 
and Daniel Houton (60), fishermen. 
A verdict of accidental death was re- 
turned. 
The inquest was held at Glentoskert, 
Malin. 


THE STILL ON THE CLIFF, 


The evidence of a man also named 
Houton, and Patrick Kelly showed that 
they had been invited by the deceased 
man, Daniel Kelly, to go where he knew 
that barrels of illicit wash were ripening 
for distillation—half-way down a cliff 
face—for a drink of the wash, which 
tastes like beer. 

All four returned three times, and 
drank heavily from the barrels, and on 
the third occasion were joined by Charles 
MacLaughlin« and James MacDermott, 
who first protested at the liberty taken by 
the first four men. Then all of the six 
joined in a drink, 

As a result of the drinks the witnesses, 
Kelly and Houton, had no clear recollec- 
tion of how they climbed back up the 
cliff. On Saturday evening they went 
down the cliff, and on Sunday morning 
at dawn they separated, and left the cliff 
top for home—three miles away. They 
did not see the other men, and thought 
that they had probably gone home, and 
they were later shocked to learn that 
two of them were dead near the base of 
the cliff. The men had no row. 


WHAT THE POLICE FOUND. 


Sergeant Colton gave evidence that the 
cliff, Ginavarn, was eight hundred feet 
high, and the bodies were lying one 
hundred feet down on a ledge above the 
ocean. He found a stilling apparatus 
and traces of a recent still fire under an 
overhanging rock on the cliff face. 

Dr. MacLaughlin, Malin, described the 
wounds on the faces of both men, and said 
that Michael Kelly’s neck was broken 
In the case of Houton, death was due to 
shock and exposure. 

The Coroner (Dr. Patrick O’Callag- 
han), on the suggestion of Superintendent 
Burke, Civic Guard, requested the jury 
and those present to endeavour to get all 
the stills in the district surrendered te 
the Guards, and gave an assurance that 
no prosecution would follow such action. 


CORONER’S DENUNCIATION, 


The Coroner, in sympathising with the 
relatives, said that Glengad was 
suffering ior its distillation evils. This 
was the second time for him to hold an 
investigation into a tragedy associated 
with the poteen traffic there, and the 
third death. He could not find words 
sufficient to condemn this _ pernicious 
traffic, which was bringing moral de- 
generation and physical deterioration 
amongst the youth. 

It was regrettable that the law could 
not better cope with the evil, though the 
Civic Guards were doing all that they 
could. Yeast and sugar were being im- 
ported by poaching trawlers for poteen 
making. 

He hoped that the Government would 
send three or four motor vessels with guns 
to combat the trawlers. 

While the Coroner was speaking a 
steam trawler came close to land in view

OBJECT OF NEW LEGISLATION 


LTHOUGH the growth of lawlessness 
and crime in recent months in 
different parts of the country, including 
the recent murders in County Tipperary 
and the still more recent attempts at 
sabotage in other parts, has given the 
Ministry of Justice and heads of the police 
force subject for grave consideration, it 
can be stated definitely that no concrete 
proposal has yet been submitted to the 
Executive Council to deal with a situation 
which shows signs of development. 

It was long since recognised by the 
Government that, consequent on judg- 
ments given against individual mein- 
bers of the police, some amending 
form of legislation would require to 
be introduced to strengthen the power 
of the Civic Guard in their efforts to deal 
with overt political acts. Such a bill was, 
in fact, framed, but was not introduced, 
as it was admitted that it fell short of 
what was desired. 

It is the intention of the Government to 
submit to the Dail, when it reassembles 
in October next, a bill which will be of a 
much more comprehensive nature, and 
which will, it is believed, go far to stamp 
out the subversive activities of the move- 
ment which has sprung up in different 
counties. The view taken is that these 
drilling and kindred activities are largely 
of a Communistic flavour, and that the old. 
time Republicans are not associated with 
the new movement. 

At the present tis 2 a: unarmed 
police fo » is faced -with a situa- 
tion in which their hands are more 
or less tied in the effort to bring 
to task those who are indulging in this 
movement towards anarchy. The purpose 
of the proposed new bill will be to give the 
police wider powers of search, arrest and 
detention—larger powers than were con- 
tained in the Public Safety Act. 


SPECIAL TRIBUNALS. 


In addition, it will probably be sought to 
have all cases of a political nature trans 
ferred from the realm of trial by jury. 
and tried by a special tribunal of a 
military character—the view being made 
that as the offenders claim to be pursuing 
a policy to overthrow the State, they 
should be tried before a military court. 

The Government, whilst naturally 
taking a grave.view of current happen- 
ings, do not at the moment see reason 
why they should call the Dail together 
to deal with the situation. The Depart- 
ments concerned are quietly preparing 
their case for strengthening the powers 
of the Civic Guard, and, in due course, 
their proposals will be laid before the 
Executive Council. When action is taken 
it will, it is hoped, put an end to what 


threatens, if unchecked, to lead to the 
more troubled and dangerous times ”’ 
hinted at by the Minister for Justice in 
bis speech to the Guards last week.

“CUT” TO BE MADE IN 
BONUS, 


It looks very much as if a storm were 
blowing up in connection with the forth- 
coming reduction in the cost of living 
bonus of civil servants. It now appears 
unlikely that there will be any wavering 
on the part of the authorities, and that, 
as from the first of next month, the 
“ cut” of ten per cent. in all cost of 
living bonuses will take place. The civil 
servanta, through their organisations, 
maintain that the method of calculating 
the cost of living figure is all wrong. that 
it applies only to the bare necessaries of 
life, and completely ignores such heavy 
and necessary items as high rentals, and 
commitments entered into directly pe- 
cause of the higher remuneration. - 

The Minister for Finance shows no 
weakening in his determination not to 
receive a deputation from the Civil Ser- 
vants to diss ss the present method of 
assessing the cost of living bonus. The 
Ministry’s case throughout this ' pute has 
been, that they kept their contract with 
the Service, and that, as a matter of fact, 
the Civil Servants here are :iuch better 
off than similar servants in England, and 
that those who remained in the service 
here are now better off than if they were 
under the British régime. 

Whilst declining to meet a direct depu- 
tation from the Civil Servants the 
Minister, 1] .wever. has expressed his 
willingness to meet the Representativa 
Council of the Service, but how far that 
will go to meet the situation one cannot 
Say, in view of the fact that the Civil Ser- 
vice Organisations have refused for some 
time past to send their representatives to 
the Cotncil.

DR. PARKES CADMAN'S 


SUGGESTION. 


Dr. Parkes Cadman, Pastor of the Central 
Congregational Church, Brooklyn, New York, 
interviewed on his arrival yesterday at 
Scuthampton by the White Star liner

“1 think Americans are just now experi- 
encing a discipline which will improve their 
lives, and will bring home to them the fact 
that life is not all ice cream and roses.

LOSSES DURING THE YEAR. 


The Financial Times of to-day remarks :— 
In one of the many debates that have taken 
place lately in Dail Eireann respecting the 
dispute between the Irish Sugar Manofactur- 
ing Company and beet-growers, the Minister 
fur Agriculture stated that the company had 
lost about £15,000 during the past year. The 
provisional figures of the report now avail- 
able show the actual amount was £12,600, 
which compures with a profit of £66,000 in 
1929-30. 

The subsidy received from the Irish Free 
State amounted to £108,500, so that the 
undertaking is no more able than the British 
concerns to come anywhere near making a 
profit without State aid. 

The present season will be the most diffi- 
cult one the company has had to face; for 
owing to the unfortunate dispute with the 
Beet-Growers’ Association it will have to 
rely on independent contracts for its supply 
of roots during the next campaign. The 
management is skilful and resourceful, and 
it may pull through with more success than 
is anticipated in some quarters, especially if 
there should be an improvement, however 
slight, in the price of sugar.

BALANCING THE BRITISH 
BUDGET. 


The Prime Minister decided yesterday 
morning to return to Londen earlier than 
he had originally intended (writes the 
Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times).in order to examine the general 
situation at close quarters. The weather 
was fine, yesterday morning at Lossie- 
mouth, and Mr. Macdonald had hoped 
that it would be possible to travel south 
by air, but the meteorological reports sug- 
gested that the bad weather which London 
had experienced was travelling northward. 
and the Prime Minister decided to catch 
the night train from Scotland. He will 
arrive at 10 Downing street at about eight 
o’clock this morning.

So far no meeting of the special sub-com- 
mittee of the Cabinet, which is to frame 
the Government’s policy, has been 
summoned, and most of its members are 
away from London on holiday. Mr.

ay. 

It is known that Foth Mr. Macdonald 
and the Chancellor of the Exchequer are 
profoundly disturbed by the present finan- 
cial position, and by the statement in the 
report of the May Ccmmittee, that to 
produce a properly balanced Budget. in 
1932, including the usual provision for the 
redemption of debt, a deficiency of 
£120,000,000 has to be made good. 

The Prime Minister is anxious to dis 
cuss, as soon as possible, with Mr.

TYRONE HOSPITAL’S 
PLIGHT. 


NEED OF INCREASED 
FINANCIAL SUPPORT. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


OMAGH, Monday. 

T the meeting of Tyrone County Council 
A to-day Colonel R. J. Howard, J.P. 

(Chairman), presiding, a deputation con- 
sisting of Mrs. Dickie, Mrs. Herdman, 
M.B.E., J.P.; Captain J. C. Herdman, D.L. ; 
Colonel J. P. Galbraith, O,B.E., and Mr. H. 
D. Green appeared before the Council to urge 
the claims of the hospital for increased 
financial support, owing to the critical posi- 
tion of the institution, in consequence of a 
heavy overdraft. 
Captain Herdman, Chairman of the Hospital 
Committee, presented a memorial setting 
forth the serious position of the hosptal. , He 
stated that the directors of the National Bank 
had recently given sanction for an overdraft 
of £5,000, on the condition that the Com- 
mittee approach the Council for an increase in 
their regular grant, and with that object the 
deputation approved. This overdraft had been 
accumulating since 1915, and had never been 
completely liquidated. The Committee was 
faced with the fact that, if the quarterly 
salaries and bills were all paid, and the pay- 
ing orders honoured, the overdraft would not 
only exceed £5,000, but would actually 
amount to £6,300. The result had been that 
the contractors’ accounts had to be withheld 
until October. 
Captain Herdman further dealt with the 
efforts that were being made to raise funds 
to prevent the hospital being closed up, and 
said that by means of their organiser they 
hoped to add at least £1,000 a year to the 
amount subscribed by the public. The 
Committee now asked the County Council to 
make the payments of interest and sinking 
fund, as well as the superannuation grants 
to the retired surgeon and matron, amount- 
ing to £1,200, in addition to the customary 
grant of £3,887 for the support of the hos- 
pital, and said that a rate of 4d. in the & 
would be required to raise this amount, 
Should the Council be unable to accede 
to their request, the Committee’s unaided 
efforts would be unavailing to save the hos- 
pital from bankruptcy, and the hospital 
must either be curtailed or closed. 
Colonel Galbraith supported the appeal to 
the County Council, and emphasised the 
fact that there was an increase of 25 in the 
number of patients for 1927; and that the 
staff had to be increased in moportion. They 
required an additional £2,000 by January 
next to pay their liabilities and avoid in- 
creasing their overdraft. They wanted the 
County Council to give them an assurance 
that next year, and every succeding year they 
would increase their contribution by £1, 
Mr. H. D. Green also supported the appeal 
to the County Council. 


A SWEEPSTAKE. 


When the deputation had retired, Mr. 
McLaughlin suggested organising a sweepstake 
for the hospital, and said that he could get 
some experienced gentlemen from Dublin to 
show them how to conduct it. 

Mr. Colhoun objected to any further contri- 
bution from the rates to the hospital, while 
Mr. Elliott, M.P., also opposed a further levy 
of 4d. in the £ on the rates as suggested. 

Mr. John Johnston appealed to the County 
Council to give all the assistance possible to 
the County Hospital, which was one of the 
finest institutions in the county. 

The Council took no action on the represen- 
tations of the deputation.

OBJECTS OF NEW IRISH 
ASSOCIATION. 


——_@—— 


The objects of the recently established Sea 
Fisheries Association were outlined at a meet- 
ing held in St. Mary's Farochial Hall, 
Howth, yesterday afternoon. The Very Rev. 
J. Flood, P.P., Howth, presided. 

The Chairman said that the aims of the 
Association were to organise and develop the 
sea-fishing industry, to provide transport and 
marketing conditions, and to enable com- 
petent fishermen to obtain loans for boats 
and gear on more convenient terms than at 
present. ; 

Mr. J. C. O'Donnell, organiser, explained 
in detail the method of applying for loans. 
For those who already had boats the Associa- 
tion, he added, would open up the best 
possible markets, and if a member of the 
Association was merely one of a crew of fish- 
ing boats, his share of the catch would be 
increased. A competent fisherman without a 
boat could obtain one by paying one-fifth of 
the cost, the Association providing the re- 
mainder, and the Committee had power to 

rovide the whole cost if the circumstances 
justified that course. The loans would be 
repayable according to the catches of the 
Ar searc A local agent would be provided 
in each port to look after the catch. The 
Association would enable the fishermen to 
fight their own corner. They would have a 
voice in the election of the Committee of 
management, four of which would be 
nominated by the Minister for Fisheries and 
four by the fishermen themselves. They 
would compelled to market through the 
Association, but the Association was bound 
to find the best possible market for its 
members. 

Mr. Batt O’Connor, T.D., said that the 
Minister for Fisheries had realised that un- 
less something was done fc. the fishing in- 
dustry it would die, and the Association was 
ae formed to put the industry on a 
sound business footing. Fishermen would 
now be able to obtain boats on very favour- 
able terms, and the Association would pro- 
vide a decent market for their catch. 

Mr. T. Finlay, K.C., T.D., said that the 
fishing industry was really the second most 
important industry in the country, but it was 
one which had not been sufficiently developed, 
having been more or less overshadowed by 
the agricultural industry. The agricultural 
industry had _ successfully weathered the 
world depression with the aid of the co- 
operative movement, and the proposal now 
was to set up a similar movement in connec- 
tion with the fishing indastry. The two 
great drawbacks under which the fishing in- 
aa had laboured up to the present, were 
the lack of capital and the finding of a 
market. The Association would provide the 
capital on very reasonable terms and would 
also provide the market, which would not 
be confined to Saorstat Eireann. 

Mr. L. O'Toole. Howth, said that every 

year £400,000 went to England to pay for 
fish, most of which was illicitly caught in 
Irish Free State waters, and the object of 
the Association was to keep the money at 
home for the Irish fishermen. For marketing 
purposes, the country was being divided into 
eight sections, in each of which a ‘“‘ whole- 
saler ” would be appointed. If there were 
too much fish in one area, a market would 
be found for it in some other part of the 
country, so that no fisherman need be afraid 
of finding his market glutted. 
A vote of thanks was accorded to the 
Chairman on the motion of Lieutenant- 
Commander Gaisford St. Lawrence, seconded 
by Mr. Batt O’Connor.

A competent fisherman without a 
boat could obtain one by paying one-fifth of 
the cost, the Association providing the re- 
mainder, and the Committee had power to 

rovide the whole cost if the circumstances 
justified that course. The loans would be 
repayable according to the catches of the 
fishermen. A local agent would be provided 
in each port to look after the catch. The 
Association would enable the fishermen to 
fight their own corner. They would have a 
voice in the election of the Committee of 
management, four of which would be 
nominated by tle Minister for Fisheries and 
four by the: fishermen themselves. They 
would be compelled to market through the 
Association, but the Association was bound 
to find the best possible market for its 
members. 

Mr. Batt O’Connor, T.D., said that the 
Minister for Fisheries had realised that un- 
less something was done fc. the fishing in- 
dustry it would die, and the Association was 
being formed to put the industry on a 
sound business footing. Fishermen would 
now be able to obtain boats on very favour- 
able terms, and the Association would pro- 
vide a decent market for their catch. 

Mr. T. Finlay, K.C., T.D., said that the 
fishing industry was really the second most 
important industry in the country, but it was 
one which had not been sufficiently developed, 
having been more or less overshadowed by 
the agricultural industry. The agricultural 
industry had _ successfully weathered the 
world depression with the aid of the co- 
operative movement, and the proposal now 
was to set up a similar movement in connec- 
tion with the fishing industry. The two 
great drawbacks under which the fishing in- 
gy had laboured up to the present were 
the lack of capital and the finding of a 
market. The Association would provide the 
capital on very reasonable terms and would 


be confined to Saorstat Eireann. 

Mr. L. O'Toole. Howth, said that every 
vear £400,000 went to England to pay for 
fish, most of which was illicitly caught in 
Irish Free State waters, and the object of 
the Association was to keep the money at 
home for the Irish fishermen. For marketing 
purposes, the country was being divided into 
eight sections, in each of which a ‘“ whole- 
saler ” would be appointed. If there were 
too much fish in one area, a market would 
be found for it in some other part of the 
country, so that no fisherman need be afraid 
of finding his market glutted. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to the 
Chairman on the motion of Lieutenant- 
Commander Gaisford St. Lawrence, seconded 
by Mr. Batt O’Connor.

THE TAILTEANN 
GAMES. 


GLAMOUR OF OLDEN 
MEETINGS. 


The romance and glamour of the early 
Tailteann Games were recalled in an address 
given yesterday by Mr. P. J. Duffy to the 
members of the Dublin Rotary Club. 

Mr. Duffy said that he felt that the re- 
membrace of the ancient glories of Aonach 
Tailteann would rekindle the sense of justifi- 
able pride in the achievements, the prowess 
and the ideals of Gaelic civilisation. . 

Queen Tailte, who was the daughter of 
Mavore, the King of Spain, adopted Lugh 
Longhand, son of a chieftam of the Tuatha 
De Danaans, and when he became King he 
established games at the fair of Taltin, her 
burial place, held before and after Lammas 
Day, August lst. The Games were known in 
had in B.C. 632, and continued without 
break for 1,500 years until A.D. 877. The 
Games were semi-religious, to pay honour and 
homage to the memory of a great queen, as 
well as being national in character—a gather- 
ing of all that was beautiful and harmonious 
in the country. Cases of litigation which were 
beyond the jurisdiction of minor kings, or in 
which these kings were at variance, were 
settled at the Games, and the assembly also 
decided questions of taxation or other services 
to be rendered to the Chief King of Ireland. 
It was a grand occasion for dress, and the 
dress and ornaments worn by men and women 
at those assemblies were matters of special 
concern to our ancient laws. 

TIME OF TRUCE. 

Should any petty differences disturb the 
peace of the ancient clans a truce was called 
for the Tailteann period. ~ Each chieftain 
travelled to Royal Meath, bringing his 
selected athletes—runners, jumpers, spear- 
throwers; his most skilled horsemen, his most 
brilliant harpists, singers, orators and story- 
tellers. The most beautiful women in his clan 
travelled in state, with their long retinue of 
servants and accessories. During the glad 
mid-summer days they travelled; the bril- 
liancy of the long cavalcades passing by the 
Halls of Tara and approaching the mound of 
Queen Tailte in the glinting summer sun has 
since been a subject for the poet’s imagina- 
tion and chronicler’s pen. 

Mr. Duffy dealt with the competitions, and 
said that as the Games wound up many vows 
were plighted, marriages arranged, and friend- 
ships between rival clans were welded. 
whole picture was one of healthy, satisfying 
beauty and joy, designed to ennoble and 
inspire the race, preserve their fine physique, 
and direct them in a common avenue tJ 
national felicity and cohesive development. 
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The fair, though it lost its kingly patronage 
with the Norman invasion, continued until 
1906, though in a decadent mercenary way. 
Hucksters’ stands and drinking tents usurped 
the places of chariots and fiery steeds, of 
superb manhood and of beautiful womanhood. 
But, said the speaker, the old tradition never 
died, and in succeeding generations the hope 
of reviving Tailteann’s glories always lived. 

Mr. Duffy dealt with the musical side of the 
Games, and reviewed the work done since the 
re-organisation of the Games in 1924, and 
said :— 

NEXT YEAR'S GAMES. 

‘The Tailteann Games should ordinarily 
be in full swing at the present moment, for 
it is just four years since they were last held, 
but W view of the fact that the Eucharistic 
Congtess will take place in Dublin next year 
it has been decided to postpone the Games so 
that the latter may follow immediately the 
Congress has finished. It is virtually certain 
that the Games will take place next year in 
the presence of an epormous concourse of 
people, and it becomes more than ordinarily 
the duty of every Irishman and woman to do 
his or her part to ensure that the standard of 
performance and the arrangements’ under 
which they are conducted will equally re- 
dound to the credit of the country.”’ 

Dealing again with the musical side, Mr. 
Duffy paid tribute to the work of the late 
Miss Florence Culwick, and appealed for more 
support for the next Games. Several trophies 
were needed to augment the number already 
offered for competition. 

Mr. Michael Gallagher sang a solo from 
the prize ode to the Tailteann Games, com- 
posed by Mr. Louis O’Brien, and was accom- 
panied by Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to the speaker, 
Major Johnson said that Ireland was rising 
musically, and in Northern Ireland musical 
competitions had been extraordinarily success- 
ful. He was optimistic concerning the future 
of music in Ireland, but he hoped that the 
present vogue of performing the classics in 
syncopated form would die out. 

Mr. D. R. Coade seconded the motion, and 
Mr. J. J. Keane, a director of the Tailteann 
Games, supporting, said that he wished that 
more interest were taken in music in the home. 
Parents should direct the musical efforts of 
their children.
